Applicant states that the reference of SHIMODA et al did not 
show " a control circuit which generates the driving signal 
selectively based upon a linear velocity of the light on the optical 
disc and not based upon the linear velocity, according to a recording 
material of the optical disc Applicant is directed to SHIMODA et 
al's column 2, lines 27-33, which clearly teaches that " According to 
the present invention, in case of recording the record information 
with respect to the optical disc corresponding to the CLV method in 
the information recording apparatus, the optical disc is rotation- 
controlled at the constant rotation angular velocity, the light beam 
emitted from the laser of the optical pickup is irradiated onto the 
record track and the linear velocity at this time is obtained . Then, 
the power control for the laser is performed by use of the optimum 
value of the laser driving amount which is obtained in correspondence 
with this obtained linear velocity It is noted that the reference 
of SHIMODA et al is not concern with recording material of the 
optical disc. For this reason, claim 20 is still rejectable as shown 
above .
